RATE EXPERTS 
ARE WORKING 
ON SCHEDULES 


New Passenger Fares Effective 
Aug. 20 And Advanced Freight 
Tariff on Aug 26 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 2.—The new 
Passenger fares probably will become 
effective August 20th and the advanc- 
ed freight rates August 25th, accord- 
ing to a program outlined ton‘ght by 
Alfred H. Thom, general counsel for 
the association of ralilway executives. 

Simultaneously with the changes of 
passenger fares, the increased charg- 
es for pullman travel and the new 
rates on excess baggage and milk 
also will be put into force, 

Raflroad rates expetts in the Unit- 
ed States have begun the preparation 
of blanket rates schedules increasing 
the transportation costs on a percent- 
age basis. These will be presented 
to the Interstate Commerce com- 
mission five days prior to the propos- 
ed effective dates. The rate sneets 
will ‘be supplemented by printed tar- 
iff_fs containing rates for afl territories 


and on all commodities as soon as/the smoker.

Details of Fight Which Assumed 
Dimensions of Small Battle 
Given Out 


DUBLIN, Aug 2.—Detaile of a fight 
which assumed the dimensions of a 
small battle at Bruree, County Lim- 
erick, today, are given in an account 
issued by ‘General headquarters, 
armed men ambushed a patrol of mil- 
‘tary cycliste consisting of an officer 
and five men. One*of the men was 
seriously wounded, but owing to the 
intensity of the attacking party's fire, 
his comrades were unable to assist

The raiders reached'‘the, wounded 
man, seized his rifle; and ,used his 
body as cover. This.,prevénted the 
soldiers from firing effeqtivély and the 
struggle lasted for half an hour before 
they were able with difficulty to res- 
cue the wounded man and drag ‘him to 
a cottage. Surrounding the cottage 
the raiders poured in a heavy fire, 
The soldiers’ ammunition ran short, 
and one of them, disguised himself as 
a civilian, ran for reinforcements, and 
at the arrival of which the raiders 
fled, Pursued by the soldiers in the 
center of the village, they turned and 
resumed firing. A school boy who got 
into the line of fire was killed, 

Finally the soldiers got the upper 
hand. They searched the houses in 
the town and discovered a man mor- 
tally wounded,

The mounted police of all the 
towne between Lethbridge and Fernie 
are on the trail of the robbers and 
the people of Coleman, Blairmore and 
others places are also joining in the 
chase. The capture of the bandits, 
it is felt will be a matter of but a few 
hours. There was a fairly large 
number of passengers on the train. 


NELSON, B., Aug. 2.—Canadian 
Pacific railway train No. 63, running 
from Lethbridge to Crambrook was 
today held up by three armed bandits 
near Sentinel, Alberta, about 40 miles 
east of here about 6.15 o'clock this 
afternoon, The train was in charge 
ot Conductor Sam Jones of Lethbridge 
who was ithe first man accosted by the 
robbers. The thre desperadoes had 
boarded the train at Lethbridge and 
were travelling as bona fide pas- 
sengers. One of them got.up and 
pulled an attomatic revolver and ord- 
ered the conductor to surrender. The 
conducter not taking. the ‘man eeri- 
ously, told him: to put the gun away 
and ‘walked towards the centre of 
the car and seeing the man loked like 
he meant f>fsinegs,. reached mp to 
pull the air signal and managed to pull 
the cord once, the armed man then 
firing at the conductor, but the bullet 
went wild and lodged in the corner of 
The other two bandits 
then got up, pulling revolvers, One 
entered the baggage cars and order- 
ing the baggageman out of hia car 
into the smoker, where the other two 
bandits were, ordered all passengers 
in the smoker to go through into the 
first class coach at the rear of the 
train. One tbandit then tonk a posi- 
tion at the front door of the coach 
and another took the conauctor, train- 
men and baggage man on to the rear 
platform while the third went through 
the coach. Only male passengers 
were searched and relieved of what- 
ever cash they had in their pockets. 
The women and children were not 
molested. 

Seeking Person With Moncy 

It was evident by the movements of 
the searchers that the ‘bandits were 
looking for some person carrying a 
large amount of money, two of the 
male passengers being searched even 
through io their under garments. 
When the train stopped at Sentinel, 
the three bandits alighted and cover- 
ing the conductor with their revo'vers, 
ordered him to start the train and 
then made off. 

At the time of the robbery, there 
|were about 100 passengers on board 
land it is estimated that the bandits 
secured between $500 and $600 in 
cash. . 
Description of Bandits 
* The description of the bandits giv- 
en is two clean shaven men about 28 
years of age, the other has a grey 


moustache and is about 45. They

LABOR PLEASED 


Proposition Characterized as Prac- 
tical Revision of Unworkable 
Versailles Treaty 


LONDON, Aug. 2.—The vote for 
an advance of 6,000,000 pounds to 
Germany in connection with the Spa 
coal agreements came up tonight In 
ithe house of commons. It was not 
seriously cnafenged, and wag agreed 
to without revision. 

Imbor members welcomed in the 
proposition what they characterized a 
“sensible change in the government's 
policy toward Germany and a practic- 
al revision of the unworkable Ver- 
sailleg treaty.’ 

In the course of hfe speech in de- 
fence of the plan, Lioyd George said 
the proposal for securing coal was 
much better than sending a _ large, 
costly army for it. He argued that 
Germany must pay her debts eituer 
in gold or goods. She had no gold, 
he declared, but coal was the equival- 
ent of gold or even more usable. 

“However,” added the premier, 
“Germany ig unable to produce suffi- 
cient coal, while her population is 
unfit and ill-fed. Hence she must be 
elped. 

‘There is no doubt about the con- 
dition of Germany. We have impar- 
tial representatives there who Teport 
the people are not rece'ving with{n 
sixty or seventy percent of the food 
they consumed before tre war,’

Have yot ever been up in the air 
to watch a thunderstorm grow? If 
you twere merely on the ground look- 
ing up, then you saw only the bottom 
of it.

Rach ifluffy cloud represents 
the point ‘where mo'sture rising from 
the earth has begun to condense, The 
rapid formatioe of the clouds means 
uneven heating of the surface of the 
earth and the presence of lots of mois- 
ture in the air. The clouds €Trow 
together, forming a continuous rolling 
mass of dense vapor, cutting off the 
flycr's view of the earth. . 

So far the storm has ‘been only 
threatening. The clouds have spread 
eldeways as far as they can; now 
they begin to grow heavier. The 
heated air from the earth ‘below 
pushes through the heavy layer 4nd 
bulges jt upward. Higher and high- 
er it is pushed, while more and more 
moisture condenees, and this great 
bulging mass of vapor, sometimes 
‘three or four miles high, has become 
a thundercloud. Its bulging tops are 
called thunder peaks or thunder 
heads, and they are responsible for 
the lightning’ ,the iheaviness of raln- 
fal) and the hailiwe sometimes have in 
midsunsmer. 

Moe energy of a thunderstorm fs 
amazing, says a writer in “Popular 
Mechanics.” A single great cloud 
}may contain billions of pounds of 
later ‘apor, The, flashes of light- 
ning from cloud tO cloud are some- 
times twenty miles in length, and 
when wwe stop to think that it takes 
a current of 15,000 volts pressure to 
produce a spark an inch long, we can 
only wonder at the approximate 
amount of electricity involved in a4 


single flash. 
Sometimes the wind of a thunder- 
cloud or the “squall,” as it is called 


is violent enough to level trees, and 
is improperly called a tornado. 
There is a big difference. A tornado 
is a violent whirlpool of air thet 
country and 


sweeps across the 
twists off trees and roofs in its 
path. The wind from a_thunder- 


storm blows straight away from the 
storm and never twists. *The  tor- 
nado is always dangerous, while the 
wind from a thunderstorm is only 
occasionally dangerous, 

Broadly speaking, ‘there Are three 
general stages in the development of 
a ‘thunderstorm There must be 
strong currents of moist air rising 
from the earth, as indicated (by the 
appearance of the white patches of 
cloud. This condition must continue 
until the sky is covered. And lastly, 
the force of these upward currents 
must be great enough to push the 
clouds up into thunder heads. A 
thunderstorm then results.

Now if this is dune | 
in the face of manifold temptations which | 
interested and pald advocates of Recipro- | 
city have so unpudently dangled before | 
the eyes of the farmers, taking advantage | 
of the fact that three decades ago all | 
Canadians supported a measue of Recl-/ 
procity, to try to stampede farm opinion! 
in its fayor ‘under the entirely changed 
conditiogs of today—if the furmers stand | 
out against this sophistical and dishonest 
campaign then, in deadly earnest, will | 
they be entitled to their turn, 

“Mr. R, L. Borden is on record as favor- 
ing many items in what may be called the 
Farmers’ Programme. He went West this) 
last summer, apparently for the purpose of | 
letting the Western farmers know that he} 
accepted most of the ‘planks’ in their plat- | 
form which the Government did not ac- | 
cept. | 

“Is Mr, Borden in earnest? 

“We do not profess to know. Eut we 
do know it is very likely that he will soou 
haye a chance to ‘make good’ if he will; 
be so inclined. ‘Che test—unless all signe 
fail—will soon be upon him. ‘Then we 
shall see whether he. was sincere in his| 
promises to ‘take up the cause of the far-| 
mer,’ or whether it was only a pre-elec- | 
tion ‘dodge.’

“The reason we bring this subject up 
just now is not to question Mr. Borden's 
earnestness—nor that of Sir Wilfrid Laur- 
ier, for that matter, As between the two 
men, Mr. Borden has made the larger 
promises, That is one reason we are dcal- 
ing with him especially, and another is 
that the reports of both parties indicate a 
strong probability of his being in power 
after the 2ist inat. 

“Bat we raise this question just now to, 
publicly lay down our own 7olicy on the 
subject, and to pledge ourselves to a cer- 
tain course of action in case Reciprocity 
is defeated and the country saved. 

“We ehall first give the new Premier 
his chance, We shall sce whether or not 
he proposes to live up to bis professions. 
We shall expect to see the farmers figure 
largely in the first Speech from the Tbrone 
and in the first Budget. 

“Failing this, pDowever, we shall tale up 
the battle ourselves and arraign Mr. Lor- 
den for his broken pledges. Now it is 
easy to ‘talk at large’ on this matter. But 
we desire to be definite; and we hope that 
our readers will cut this out and file it 
away to be compared with our fulfilment 
of our pledges. 

“(1) We shall insist that Mr, Porden 
ealend just ireaiment to the Western 
Provinces in the matter of Crown lands, 
forests, minerals and boundaries.

we shall demand that Mr. Borden live up 
to his far more comprehensive pledges, 
no matter what Eastern opinion may be. 

“(2) We shall insist that Mr. Lorden 
give the West government control and 
operation of grain elevators; and that he 
atick to his promise to extend government 
vucouragement to the chilled meat industry 

“(3) We shall go beyond Mr. Borden in 
the matter of free agricultnral implements, 
We do not propose to await the finding of 
any Tariff Commission. We believe, when 
our makers of agricultural implements 
can end them into an cutside market 
where they enjoy no protection, and there 
undersel! the American and other makers, 
that they should no longer be allowed to 
bamboozle’ the Canadian people into giv- 
ing them protection at home, by which 
they are enabled to bleed the Canadian 
farmer. 

Therefore we declare at once and with- 
out delay for FREE AGRICULTURAL IM- 
PLEMENTS, and, if Reciprocity be beaten, 
we shall press this policy, week in and | 
week out, on the new government..... .;, 

“(4) We shall advocate the building an 
operation, on behalf of the people, of the | 
Hudson Bay railway and the Georgian bay | 
Canal, 

“(5) We believe that railway freight 
rates should be reduced ;and we shall in- | 
gist upon a Government permitting this} 
act of justice. 

“(6) We shall

tee, Just as the Government now guaran- 
tees the bonds of railways. This might 
take the form of direct loans by the Gov- 
ernment to the farmers.
